ABOLISHING THE LATIN. 

A bill has been introduced into the 
Legislature of one of our sister States, 
the object of which is to abolish the 
use of Latinas the language of phar- 
macy. ‘The bill provides substan- 
tially, that from and after its enaet- 
ment all physicians’ prescriptions 
shall be expresseG in the common 
English terms by which the medicines 
prescribed are known, and that drag- 
gists shall employ these English dis- 
tinctions in labeling their bottles and 
other dispensing receptacles. This 
measure has often been talked up, in 
the past, in various States but it has 
never been enacted, and we donot 
now recall another instance of its hay. 
ing been introduced to the considera 
tion of a legislative body. Thosejwho 
favor the bill advance two reasons fo 
their position: first, that it will lessen 
the chances of mistakes in the writ 
ing or dispensing of prescriptions 
aud, secondly, that it will remove the 
wyste y now surrounding the practice 
of wedicine and enable the patient to 
koow what he istakiog. It may be 
stated in opposition to the first of 
these claims that ninety-nine per cent 
of the errors now made by physicians 
and druggists in the writing and com 
pounding of p: escriptions are the resul 
of carelessness rather than of ignor 
ance, and that the chances for errors 
occurring from this cause would be 
more likely to increase than to dimin 
ish if English terms were used instead 
of the less familiar Latin ones. The 
second claim is no good argument in 
favor of abolishing the use of a lan 
guage of which most people are ig 
norant. Most physicians are free to 
tell their patients what remedies they 
prescribe, nowadays, and if an occa 
sional practitioner finds it necessary 
to mislead his patient as to the 
real character ot his medicine 
in order to get him to take it, the de 
ceit is certa‘nly too harmless to call fo 
legislative interference. There ap 
pears to be no good reason why pi 
hydrarg should not be administered 
in proper cases to a man who would 
scorn to take ‘‘blue mass,” and the 
curative powers of aqua pura are, w 
may easily understand, far more read 
ily impressed upon the imagination 
of the patient than would be “pure 
water, if it were prescribed in that toc 
familiar form. ‘There is certainly one 

good and sufficient reason for retain- 
iog the Latin nomenclature now em 
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ployed in pharmacy, and that is its 
‘ wniversal use. A man may take a 
prescription written by a physician in 
any civilized country on the globe toa 
druggist in any other equally ad- 
vanced country, and may have it ac- 
curately compounded without the in- 
tervention of an interpreter, though 
the writer of the prescription and the 
dispenser of it might not be able to 
understand a syllable of one another’: 
native language. This is certainly a 
boon of inestimable worth to human- 
ity, and at a time when the leaders of 
the world’s commerce are striving to 
secure uniformity of weights and 
measures and a common language for 
commerce throughout the universe, 
to forsake the only universally under- 
stood language and forms which we 
have would be a retrogradation which 
we should be sorry to see begun in any 
State in this progressive republic.

LAMPBLACK. 

There is hardly a pigment that pre. 
sents ¢o many considerations for the 
manufacturer and consumers as lamp- 
black. ‘I'o the inexperienced eye an 
ordinary article such as is sold for five 
cents per lb. seems the perfect repre- 
sentation of blackness, but after a 
little experience one is almo:-t sur 
prised to find how far short «f po:sible 
blackness even the finer are in reality. 
The wain requirement in all blacks 
whether dyes, paints or printing inks, 
is blackness; but as all come so far 
short of being black, or in other 
words, as all efforts produce more or 
less of color, the question comes up as 
to what the color shall preferably be. 
So the terms red, blue, gray, brown 
and purple are often applied to blacks 
in commerce. Some one of these 
shades is apt t» be discernible in each 

| variety of black, either when loose in 
the mass or after mixing with oi!s and 
varnishes. The various shades of 


color u-ually characterize the materia] 


from which the lampblack is made; 
but the conditions of burning also pro- 
duce great differences in shade, if not 
widely different shades. Thu; what 
are cal'ed “gas blacks” may when dry 
and loose vary in shade from a very 
deep reddish black toa purple shade 
seeming sometimes rather brown. ‘I he 
same blacks when mixed in varnish 
and spread very thin on paper or por. 
celain are apttoappear red. Another 
most common article is that called 
“dead oil black ” from the fact that it 
is made from one of the oils obtained 
in the distillation of coal tar, called 
‘ dead oil,” which has been widely used 
for black making and is now the 
cheapest material used. The 
characteristic color of this variety 
is a dull gray, which is most apparent 

| as it is flattened down with any polished 
instrument. Sometimes this variety of 
blacks verges toward a yellowish brown; 
but invariably a dead oil black seems to 

| present much color and to be far infe- 
rior in its approach toward blackness, 
| to the gas blacks and oil blacks in mar- 
ket. Rosin and turpentine when cheap- 
er were acommon source of lampblack 
and present a color rather between 
those of the materials already men- 
tioned. Perhaps the most common 
shade produced is brown. The many 
ways of burning, each produce a differ- 
ent variety of product especially when 
80 volatile and inflammable a substance 
as turpentine is used; and though capa- 
ble of making a deeper colored black 
than any that is usually made from 
dead oil it is now much less in the mar- 
ket. The petroleum blacks so{often spoken 
/of now, vary very much in all particu- 
lars. Incolor they may range from a 
deep and beautiful blue black to a dirty 
yellow gray hue. The latter is perhaps 
disagreeable a shade as ever occurs in 
|blacks. It is, however, a color readily 
counteracted and from other considera- 
tions to be mentioned these blacks are 
prized by printing ink manufacturers. 
The varying color in petroleum black is 
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due somewhat to material, but almost 
altogether to the different conditions of 
burning. Generally the finer and deep- 
er the color the greater the amount of 
oil burned to produce a given quantity. 
Generally, if the black be rapidly 
formed, by a quick combustion of oil, 
the poorer will be the color, though the 
yield is often larger. In fact, as arule, 
the finest blacks are made by a sacrifice 
ofa large proportion of material, as it 
seems almost impossible to take a 
substance compos d of hydrogen and 
carbon and so perfectly burn ihe hydro- 
gen as to leave a pure carbon; for when- 
ever the best results are obtained much 
of carbon also is consumed, and only a 
portion of the carbon of the oil is ob- 
tained as black. But though purity is 
often mentioned in trade as a valuable 
valification of black, the finest blacks 
are byno means pure carbon, nor can 
purity in a chemical sense produce a 
deep lampblack. Gas carbon and well 
burned charcoal represent quite pure 
forms of carbon made by removing the 
hydrogen, &c., by burning and distill- 
ation, but these substances have a me- 
tallic lustre of a steel gray shade when 
pulverized,and some blacks made from 
hydro-carbons where the conditions of 
burning subject the black to an intense 
heat with limited supply of air, may be 
made to havea similar color especially 
when pressed down under a knife toa 
hard uniform surface. It appears that 
the more nearly a black consists of 
amorphous carbon the nearer it an- 
swers all the requirements of perfect 
lampblack. Having now spoken of the 
colors of various blacks, and some of the 
circumstances that effect them,we have 

yet to describe some other properties of 
blacks, such as dryness, softness, 

brightness, opacity or “body,” and 

shortness, as qualities sought for in 

lampblack especially for colors and 

printing inks and detail some of the 
common methods of manufacture, but 
these details we reserve for another 


issue.

Assessment of duty by Collector of 
New York at the rate of 50 cents per 
pound and 35 per cent ad valorem on 
certain ‘‘Resorcin Red J,” *‘Naphthyla- 
ninroth echt,” * Orange J” and ‘ Ani- 
line residuum,” classified as aniline 
dyes, being in accordance with the 
provisions of Schedule M, Rev. Stat.

NEW INVENTIONS. 

METHOD OF AND APPARATUS FORTH , 
COMPLETE PURIFICATION OF COAL 
GAS BY CONCENTRATED LIQUID AM- 
MONIA, &C. 

The following is the specification of 
a patent lately issued in England: 

The liquid ammonia, impregnated 
with impurities from the crude gas, is 
received in an underground tank, in 
which a continuous circulation is main- 
tained by pumps in connection with 
high tanks, arranged to retain the li- 
quor of the greatest specific gravity for 
the manufacture of sulphate of ammo- 
nia,or for concentration and distillation 
of strong liquid ammonia. The over- 
flow from the high tanks, after passing 
through a series of pipes immersed in 
cold water, returns to pumping tanks, 
and is forced through a series of cast- 
iron towers to purify it from carbonic 
acid and sulphuretted hydrogen before 
being brought into close contact with 
the gas. These towers are constructed 
so as to form distinct chambers for the 
cold liquor entering them, and the pu- 
rified liquor passing to the purifying 
vessels. Distinct chambers are formed 
to heat by steam the liquor passing 
through tubes in the chamber, and for 
the gases escaping from the heated li- 
quor. A vacuum is produced in the 
gas-chamber by a pump, and the cham- 
ber is filled to a proper height with peb- 
bles or pumice-stone, and the heated 
gas-liquor made tosplash over it, and in 
descending through it is met by a stream 
of purified gas to remove the gases from 
the liquor. The gases are then forced 
through vessels containing milk of lime 
and strong gas liquor for the removal 
of carbonic acid, and through vessels 
containing sulphuric acid toremove any 
small amount of ammonia. 


DRYING CLOSETS FOR PILLS. 

The object of this invention is to fur- 
nish an apparatus by which a current of 
dry air of a certain equal temperature, 
regulated according to thermometers, 
can be brought in contact with pills not 
coated, or coated with gelatine, sugar, 
licorice, jujube, or any other soluble or 
not soluble coating, as well as other 
pharmaceutical or chemical prepara- 
tions requiring dried and warmed air of 
a certain equal temperature. 

COLORS DERIVED FROM TOLUIDINE 
AND XYLIDINE. 

This invention relates to a new col- 
oring matter obtained by the reaction 
of the diazoic derivative of tolui- 
dine and xylidine upon the amines, 
the amides and phenols, and consists 
of certain reactions of the above- 
named derivatives upon naphthols 
and diphenylamine which are fully set 
forth. Theclaim covers the coloring 
matters described. his isa reissue 
of a foreign patent.

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AN OLD PREPARATION OF IRON—ITS USES 
AND METHODS OF PREPARING. 
BY A PHYSICIAN, 

It would be difficult to tell where or 
by whom the use of iron was first intro- 
duced into medicine, but no remedy has 
held its place more firmly nor been 
made the subject of more experiments 
or the basis of more preparations, In- 
deed the ferruginous preparations now 
offered to the public are almost count- 
less, and their number is daily increas- 
ing. In the midst of these new favorites 
we are in danger of forgetting old 
friends and, it is the purpose of this 
paper to call attention to a preparation 
which, though officinal in both the 
United States and the British Pharma- 
copeias, hardly seems to me to receive 
so much attention or to be so generally 
used as its merits deserve. 

I refer to what is now called in our 
Pharmacopoeia “Liquor Ferri Nitratis,” 
and which has been variously known as 
the ‘Ternitrate of the Sesquioxide of 
Iron,” the ‘Pernitrate of Iron,” the 
*“‘Sesquinitrate of Iron,” and by other 
synonyms. It was first introduced to 
the notice of the profession by Mr. 
William Kerr, of Glasgow, about 1832. 
It was first made, I believe, by Dr. 
Macnish, who held the appointment of 
District Surgeon in Glasgow, and who 
is known to the profession as the author 
of works on the “Anatomy of Drunk- 
enness,” ‘‘Philosophy of Sleep,” and by 
notes on Dr. Brigham’s ‘‘Mental Culti- 
vation and Excitement.” Dr. Macnish 
prescribed the remedy with great suc- 
cess, but kept its method of preparation 
a secret for a long time, until his emi- 
gration to Canada, when be sold the 
formula to Mr. Kerr, ic is said, for £50. 
It is also said that Mr. Kerr made a for- 
tune by its sale, though he published 
the recipe in the Edinburgh Medical and 
Surgical Journal. Its successful use at- 
tracted the attention of the medical 
faculty of Glasgow, and it gradually 
came into use there, but undoubtedly 
owed its general reputation to the late 
Dr. Graves, of Dublin, who recommend- 
ed it highly in his lectures, from one of 
which I quote as follows: ‘You will be 
frequently consulted by females of a 
deicate and weakly habit, who frequent- 
ly exhibit symptoms of nervous'derange- 
ment, such as palpitations, sleeplessness 
and headache, who are easily excited or 
alarmed, have a tendercy to emaciation 
and paleness, and have little or no appe- 
tite. Combined with these symptoms, 
we find that they have been laboring 
under diarrhoea for weeks, or even 
months, and that this, with other causes 
of debility, has rendered their condi- 
tion extremely uncomfortable. * * * 
This form of diarrhwse is of an unman- 
ageable nature, and very seldom amena- 
ble to ordinary modes of management. 
The common astringent remedies totally 
fail, * * * and in such cases it has 
been observed that opium is injurious. 
If opium is prescribed, it certainly 
checks the disease for a time, but this 
temporary relief is accompanied by de- 
bility, malaisa, restlessness, and many 
uneasy symptoms, and the diarrhea 
soon returns, and is as bad asever.” In 
these cases, Dr. Graves prescribes the 
use of the pernitrate of iron almost as 
a specific, adding that “‘its use is fol- 
lowed by no swelling of the stomach, 
tympanitis, turning, restlessness, or 
nervous derangement.” I have copied 
these remarks by Dr. Graves somewhat 
at length, both because of the testimony 
they give as to the therapeutic value of 
the sesquinitrate, and because the lec- 
turer has touched particularly upon one 
use of the remedy to which I shall have 
occasion to refer further on, 
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Precisely when this preparation of 
iron made its first appearance in the 
hands of practitioners on this side the 
ocean I do not know. It was made 
known to a limited extent in Canada hy 
Dr. Macnish, on his immigration there, 
but I believe it was not given a place in 
the United States Pharmacopeia, until 
the revision of 1850, although a 
brief notice of it appears in 
the appendix to the Dispensa- 
tory previous to 1840, The for- 
mula there given.is the same as that 
used by Macnish and Kerr, and is 
(changing the quantities but nol the pro- 
portions of the ingredients) as follows: 
‘Take of iron wire, in pieces, an ounce; 
nitric acid, two fluid ounces; muriatic 
acid, fortyminims. Add to the iron the 
nitric acid, previously dilated with ten 
fluid ounces of water, and set the mix 
ture aside until the saturation of the acid 
with the iron is complete, which general- 
ly occupies from seven to twelve hours. 
Then decant the liquor from the iron 
remaining undissolved and strain. Last- 
ly add the muriatic acid, together with 
sufficient water to make the whole meas 
ure twenty fluid ounces.” The formula 
has been changed several times since 
the ternitrate was first made officinal and 
now differs from that given above in 
several important particulars. Thusthe 
proportious of iron and acid are changed 
so that two troy ounces and a half of the 
former and five troy ounces of the latter 
are used to make thirty-six fluid ounces 
of solution. As the acid is directed to 
be of the specific gravity of 1.42, it will 
be seen that this process gives a smaller 
ratio of acid to iron than the former 
one. The manipula‘ion, too, is differ- 
ent, the iron being mixed with water, 
and then three ounces of the acid diluted 
with six ounces of water added to it 
gradually with frequent agitations; 
when the solution on being filtered ex- 
hibits a pale green color the whole is 
filtered, heated to 130°, the remaining 
two ounces of the acid added to it, and 
water added to make the required 
thirty-six fluid ounces. This is the pro- 
cess now adopted in substance, omitting 
some details of manipulation, and it will 
be readily seen to be much more com- 
plicated and troublesome than that of 
Mr. Kerr. This should not be any rea 
son for not preferring it, however, if the 
resulting preparation be more efficacious 
as a medicine, or in any essential degree 
better. Perhaps it would not be possi 
ble to answer this question with absolute 
positiveness. It is claimed for the new 
process that the use of the acid in two 
portions makes the preparation more 
permanent by insuring the thorough 
conversion of the mononitrate first 
formed into the sesquinitrate. This is 
important, if true, in reference to the 
character of the solution as part of the 
druggist’s ‘‘shelf stock,” but I am in- 
clined to doubt its entire accuracy. The 
solution is not a permanent one, at best 
not keeping well beyond a period of 
a few weeks, and becoming decomposed 
much sooner if exposed to the light. It 
is better to prepare it in small quanti- 
ties at short intervals, and if this be 
done, I do not think it of much import- 
ance which process be used. The muri- 
atic acid inthe Kerr formula seems to 
me to insure quite as great a degree of 
permanency asthe more troublesome 
manipulation of the officinal process, 
and to add to rather than detract from 
its therapeutic value. I have been in 
the habit of preparing it according to 
the Kerr process, and even when no 
muriatic acid was at hand have omitted 
that ingredient without observing any 
lack of its fall medicinal effect, although 
the solution so made is sooner decom- 
posed. A brother practitioner who uses 
it frequently in his practice assures me 
that his experience is similar to mine.

For 
still larger graduated pipettes, say up 
to four fluidrachms, a common glass 
penis syringe with a ring piston rod to 
admit the end of the forefinger, and the 
point armed permanently with a short 
section of rubber tubing, wired securely 
onto the syringe, but slipping on and 
off the upper end of the pipette rather 
easily, answers an excellent purpose in 
dispensing. With such an arrangement 
small quantities of liquid up to the full 
apacity f the pipette can be conve- 
niently measured out of a dispensing 
bottle without disturbing the sediment 
or wetting the neck or lip of the bottle. 
If suction by the mouth be used with 
graduated pipettes the mouth should 
never be applied directly to the pipette, 
but indirectly by 4 piece of glass tubing 
5 or 6 inches —12°5 or 15 centimeters 
long, armed with a piece of rubber tub- 
ing wired onto it 2 to 3 inches =5 to 7'5 
centimeters long. The free end of this 
rubber tubing is slipped on and off the 
pipette when used. The pipette, with 
the auxiliary tube attached, is introduced 
into the liquid to be measured and held 
with the left hand, the free end of the 
auxiliary glass tube is held by the teeth, 
and the graduations being brought up 
to near the level of the eyes by the 
bending of the rubber part of the tube, 
suction is made gently till the liquid 
rises in the pipette a little above the re- 
quired mark on the graduated scale. 
Then the rubber tube is pinched by the 
thumb and finger of the right hand 
close above the end of the pipette; the 
glass tube is dropped from the mouth, 
and the level of the liquid is adjusted to 
the desired graduation by allowing the 
excess drawn in, to escape back into the 
bottle. When the exact quantity is con- 
tained, the whole is transferred by the 
right hand to the bottle or vessel which 
is to receive the measured quantity, and 
the pinching of the rubber part of the 
ube being then relaxed, the liquid flows 
out.—Jour, Phar. 


PHOSPHORUS PILLS, 


W. B. Addington, of Norfolk, Va., 
furnishes the following note on com- 
pounding phosphorus pills, which has 
given much trouble to the parmacist. 
Failing, he says, with chloroform, abso- 
lute alcohol and ether, I tried bi sulphide 
carbon, and with excellent success, 
The required amount of phosphorus 
was dissolved in the bi-sulphide, in 
which it is very soluble, while the phos- 
phorus was in perfect solution, my 
plan was to add an extract either of 
taraxicum, gentian, quassia, or some 
simple tonic extract. The bisulphide 
carbon being very volatile, quickly evap- 
orates, and leaves no odor but that of 
phosphorus. By this method, I have 
been able to make phosphorus pills as 
easily as those of quinine, while the 
thorough incorporation of the phos- 
phorus is insured at the same time. 


THE ACTION OF REMEDIES ON THE LIVER. 

Dr. William Rutherford, of the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, assisted by M. 
Vignal and Dr. William J. Dodds, has 
for some time past been examining by 
scientific methods the effects produced 
on the liver and the biliary secretion of 
the dog by a long series of drugs. The 
investigation has been assisted by a 
grant from the British Medical Associa: 
tion, and a lengthy and interesting re- 
port has been published in recent num- 
bers of the British Medical Journal. The 
following short account is founded on 
the summary of results published in 
No. 945. The authors state carefully 
that ‘‘all the conclusions are based on 
experiments performed on the dog, and 
have no reference to any observations 
made on the human subject.” But ig 
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the few cases in which the results thus 
obtained have been relied on in sug- 
gesting experiments on men, the results 
seem to be trustworthy, and much light 
is thrown onthe comparative action of 
remedies. It is impossible to avoid 
much disagreeable repetition in reports 
of this kind, but attempts have been 
made by classification to reduce this as 
much as possible. 

Calomel stimulates the intestinal 
glands, but not the liver. Mercuric 
chloride is a powerful hepatic stimulant, 
and has only a feeble action on the in 
testinal secretion. When administered 
together the liver and intestinal glands 
are both excited. 

Castor oil does not stimulate the 
liver, and croton oil does so but slight- 
ly. Both excite the intestinal glands. 

Jalap is a powerful hepatic and intes 
tinal stimulant, seammony very feebly 
excites the liver, gamboge stimulates 
the intestinal glands only. 

Colocynth and _ ipecacuanha both 
large’y increase the secretion of bile. 
Tpecacuanha slightly augments the se- 
cretion of intestinal mucus, while colo- 
cynth powerfully excites the intestinal 
glands. 

Taraxacum and senna are both feeble 
hepatic stimulants. Rhubarb increases 
the secretion of bile—certainly, though 
not largely; aloes is a powerful stimulant 
of the liver. 

Podophyllin is ‘‘a very powerful stim- 
ulant of the liver,” the bile secreted un- 
der its action retaining its normal per- 
centage of solids. If the dose be too 
large, the secretion of bile is not in- 
creased, It is also a powerful intestinal 
irritant. Euonywin, sanguinariv, and 
iridin are all powerful hepatic stimu- 
lants, and they also increase the intesti- 
nal secretion, but not so violently as 
podopbyllin. Leptandrin, baptisin 
phytolactin, hydrastin, and juglandin 
have similar but milder effects. Menis- 
permin slightly stimulates the intestinal 
glands, but not the liver. 

Magnesium sulphate and manganese 
sulphate stimulate the intestines, but 
not the liver; sodium sulphate has a 
considerable effect on the liver, and a 
lesser one on the intestinal glands; po- 
tassium sulphate is a hepatic and intes- 
tinal stimulant of considerable power, 
though its effect on the liver is uncer- 
tain, owing probably to its sparing solu- 
bility. 

Sodium phosphate isa powerful he- 
patic and moderately powerful intesti- 
nal stimulant; ammonium phosphate is 
a moderately powerful stimulant of the 
liver, but does not excite the intestinal 
glands: Rochelle sali is a feeble hepatic, 
but a powerful intestinal stimulant. 

Dilute nitro-hydrochloric acid is a 
hepatic stimulant of considerable power; 
sodium chloride is a feeble stimulant of 
the liver; ammonium cbloride excites 
the intestinal glands, bnt not the liver, 
Potassium iodide has ud notable effect 
on the biliary secretion. 

Calabar bean, in moderate doses, 
stimulates the live ; atropine-sulphate 
antagonises its effect, but when given 
alone does not actually affect the secre- 
tion of bile. Morphia does not appreci- 
ably affect the hepatic secretion, and 
does not interfere with the stimulution 
produced by such « substance as sodium 
salicylate. Hyoscyamus resembles mor- 
phia in these respects. Pure diluted 
alcohol does not affect the biliary secre 
tion, and jaborandi is % very feeble 
hepatic stimulant. 

Lead acetate, in large doses, diminish- 
e3 the secretion of bile, probably by 
direct action on the liver. Tannic acid 
does not affect the biliary secretion.— 
Chem. and Drug. 


PRESENCE OF IRON IN COMMERCIAL 
SODIUM BICARBONATE. 


F. Schneider states that liquor sod, 


chlorinatse prepared with commercia 
sodium bicarbonate was of a bluish-red 
color, caused undoubtedly by the pres- 
ence of iron in the bicarbonate; the 
color is not destroyed by boiling.— 
Schweiz. Wochenschr. 

PRESENCE OF COPPER IN ERGOTIN. 

On treating a warm aqueous solution 
of ergotin with bright iron, W. Steffen 
proved it to contain a dangerous quan- 
tity of copper. The contamination was 
probably caused by evaporating the er- 
gotin in a copper dish.—Jbid. 


FORMULAS. 
Vaseline as an Unguent. 

H. A. DuBois recommends the fol- 
lowing formula for a pomatum in cases 
of baldness or loss of hair after fevers, 
etc.: Vaseline, with twenty grains of 
quinine and thirty drops of tincture of 
cautharides, Vaseline also answers well 
either alone or in combipation with tan- 
nic acid, as an application to bad sores. 

Indelible Inks. 

The following are recommended as 
practical formule: 

1. Add caustic alkali to a saturated 
solution of cuprous chloride until no 
further precipitate forms; allow the 
precipitate to settle, draw off the super- 
natant liquid with a sipbon, and dissolve 
the hydrated copper oxide in the smal- 
lest quantity of ammonia. It may be 
mixed with about 6 per cent of gum 
dextrin for use. 

2. Asphaltum 1 part; oil of turpen- 
tine 4 parts; dissolve and temper with 
printer’s ink. Best used with a stamp. 

3. Dissolve shellac in a little water by 
boiling it with about 1-6 part of borax, 
and add to this solution a sufficient 
quantity of nigrosine to produce the 
proper color. 

Waterproof Cement. 

Soak pure glue in water until it is 
soft, then dissolve it in the smallest pos- 
sible amount of proof spirits by the aid 
of gentle heat. In 2 ozs. of this mix- 
ture dissolve 10 grains of gum ammo- 
niacum, and, while still liquid, add 14 a 
drachm of mastic dissolved in 3 drachms 
of rectified spirits. Stir well, and for 
use keep the cement liquetied in a coy- 
ered vessel over a hot-water bath. 

For Transparent Glue. 

Use the above, substituting isinglass 
for glue. 

ANOINTING IN SCARLET FEVER AND IN- 
FANTILE DISORDERS. 


H. Girard Knaggs M.D., F.L.8, 
in the Lancet, furnishes the following 
testimony to the value of ancinting in 
infantile disorders of various kinds, He 
says :— 

“During the past eleven montbs I 
have been testing, with uniformly suc 
cessful results, the value of a very simple 
method of treating such infantile com- 
plaints as atrophy, bronchitis, convul- 
sions, diarrhea, febrile disturbances gen- 
erally, and indeed all disorders of child- 
hood which are accompanied by an un- 
natural state of the skin. 

“The treatment simply consists in 
smearing with salad oil the whole sur- 
face of the body, from the crown of 
the head to the tips of the fingers and 
toes, the process being repeated every 
twelve, six, or even four hours, accord- 
ing to the urgency of the case, Of 
course, the use of along flannel gown 
or small blanket is obvious, and the fluid 
should be slightly warmed. 

‘*The application of oil possesses the 
following immense advantages over the 
ordinary warm bath: 

“1. Skin-action is more completely 
aud permanently restored. 

“2. The danger of reaction is avoid- 
ed, for there is no sudden change of 
temperature; and, moreover, the sheet 
of oil protects the surface from atmos- 
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pheric influences, 

‘8. It acts asa fuel-food, not only 
preventing waste of tissue, but actually 
increasing the bulk of the little patient. 

‘4, It does not depress, but, on the 
contrary, appears to exhilarate. 

‘*It will scarcely be credited by many 
that the formidable affections above 
mentioned will frequently yield to this 
treatment, or, at any rate, show signs of 
abatement in from twenty minutes to 
four and twenty hours; but such is the 
case, though sometimes forty eight or 
even seventy-two hours will elapse be- 
fore any decided signs of improvement 
will cccur.” 

Vaseline might well take the place of 
olive oil in inunction, thus furnishing 
an antiseptic. Vaseline has already 
been applied, and is highly reeommend- 
ed in cases of smallpox, scrofula, phth- 
isis, aud other wasting diseases. This 
petroleum product possesses all the 
therapeutic value of vegetable and ani- 
mal oil, and as it is absolutely without 
smell, and does not become raneid, it is 
certainly more practicable 9s a means of 
anointing.

FALSE CALABAK-BEANS.

TUE FOREIGN CHEMICAL TRADE. 

At Widnes and the neighborhood, 
the headquarters of the Lancashire 
chemical trade, matters have been in 
avery bad state for some time pasté 
Wholesale reductions of wages and 
discharges of workmen have been 
taking place,and some of the works 
have stopped. Others are lengthen- 
ing their hours by returning to the 
old system of twelve hours per day— 
6 a.m. to 6 p m. for the ‘day shift.” In 
some cases the workmen have made 
ineffectual attempts to resist these 
changes by striking, but in noinstance 
have the men been able to remain out 
long, or to obtain their demands, and 
the badness of the times has compelled 
them to goin again on the masters’ 
terms. ‘This state of affairs has con- 
tinued overa long period, and much 
distress has prevailed in this district 
in consequence. It is well that in 
these hard times some people are 
found to possess the happy disposition 
of Mr. Mark Tapley, for they have had 
plenty of opportunities of testing the 
practical value of that gentleman’s pe- 
culiar philosophy. The foreman of 
one large works, who seems to be a 
disciple of the celebrated optimist 
writes us that, as his employers each 
week's end discharge several of their 
hands, and Lis s‘aff of men is thus 
growing fine by degrees and beau- 
tiful.y less, he expects soon to 
be able to realise in a sense he 
never Gid before the sentiments of 
the hero of Campbell's poem of The 
Last Man! Notwithstanding the de. 
pressed state of the chemical trade, 
some of the manufacturers are taking 
advantage of the opportunity afforded 
by a scarcity of orders to make exten- 
sive additions to their works and 
plant. At the works referred to 
above, plant for working Hargreave’s 
patent salt-cake process is being 
erected, and other additions are being 
made. It would thus seem as if a 
speedy improvement in the trade was 
anticipated. ‘The firmer tendency 
manifested of late in the price of 
bleaching powder, salt-cake, and oth- 
er staple articles which rule the chem- 
ical marxet, affords some grounds for 
the expectation of an early change 
for the better. New time and Jabor 
saving inventions in various depart- 
ments of the chemical industry have 
been very extensively availed of of 
late, and two or three of them—nota- 
bly Hargreave’s salt-cake, Weldon's 
bleaching-powder, and one or two 
other recently introduced processes— 
have caused quite a revolution in it, 
It is, therefore, too soon yet to begin 
to indulge in the gloomy vaticination’

VOLUMETRIC ESTIMATION OF SUL 
PHURIC ACID, TANNIN, ETC, 
BY ARTHUR G. HADDOCK, A.I.C, 


In the volumetric estimation of sul- 
phuric acid by a standard solution of 
baric chloride I have found that by 
the usual method of spotting on a 
black glass plate, it is often extremely 
difficult to tell exactly when the oper- 
ation is finished. It is still more so in 
the estimation of tannin by standard 
gélatine solution, especially when the 
extract is highly colored, 

I find that by using a small glass 
mirror instead of the black plate this 
difficulty is entirely obviated, «nd that 
the point of complete precipitation is 
well and sharply defined—one drop of 
the standard solution in excess pro- 
ducing a very distinct reaction. It 
matters not how highly colored the 
solution may be, on the mirror it ap- 
pears perfect’ y colorless. 

With the mirror it is quite easy to 
detect the presence of lime by means 
of ammonia oxalate in one drop of the 
Liverpool water, even in the cold. 
With baric chloride the sulphates 
make themselves very palpably visi- 
ble: Indeed, I think they might al- 
most be estimated quantitatively in 
the undiluted water —Chem News 


PERUVIAN CINCHONA BARKS, 

The Peruvian government his rec€nt- 
ly issued new regulations for the collec- 
tion of cinchona bark. he following 
isa summary: Article 1 permits the col- 
lection of cinchona bark (Cascarilla) iv 
all the “departments” of the Repubtic, 
except inthe hilly regions of Sandia 
and ‘T'ambopate inthe department ot 
Sandia, which yield Cascarilla calisaya, 
Article 2 forbids the collection of the bark 
except according to the rules already 


established. Article 3 commands the 
Prefect of the Department of Puno to 
provide @ commissioner with a per- 
manent staff of men to prevent the 
cutting of Cascarilla calisaya on the 
hills ‘of Sandia and Tambopata. Ar- 
ticle 4 instructs the prefects of all de« 
partments in which the Casearilla 
grows, Puno being specially mention- 
ed, to forward to the Bureau of the 
Secretary of State plants aud seeds of 
all the different varieties of the tree, 
with the popular names by which they 
are known.—Chem, and Drug.

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THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 





TUESDAY Evening, April 29, 1879. 

Following our last report there was 
continued depression both in crude and 
refined petroleum and prices have re- 
mained on the downward turn ever 
since, The crude market on the creek 
has been considerably lower, and has 
touched as Jow as 753e, with a slight 
recovery since, which brings the quota- 
tion up to 75c. ‘The advices trom the 
creek show no material change from 
previous weeks. Production continues 
to increase and the March production is 
now placed at 47,748 bbls, corrected fig- 
ures, The United Pipe Lines have is- 
sued an order since our last report, 1e- 
scinding their order of March 1éth. 
which imposed the piepayment of 
pipeage after May ist. As this action 
had been anticipated for some time it 
had no perceptible effect upon the 
market. ‘Ibe intent ot the original 
order was simply to cut off competition 
from the Tidew:ter Line on ofl then in 
the United pi; e:, but the measure met 
80 much opposition from the owners oi 
oil that the Lines have finally rescinded 
it, ‘he market for refined oi! during the 
week has declined 3g@%e on bbls and 
about 1c on cases, ‘There were sales 
late last Wednesday evening at 9c 
by outside refiners, but on the follow- 
ing day 8%c was the best bid, and on 
Friday oil was freely offered at that 
price by the retiners and from second 
hands with 83jc bid. Kesales were 
offered on Saturday at 83e, and oil 
could probably have been procu’ed 
from first hands at that price, the 
market being heavy under unfavora- 
ble foreign advices and a withdrawal 
of the export demand. There were 
sales of 2,000 bbls late on Saturday at 
834c for New York delivery. Yester- 
day there were few buyers and 8%c 
was their best bid for cargoes while a 
few lots of iesales were made at 85/6 
To-day the market is quoted at 85 
here and at Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, with a resale of a cargo of 5,000 
bbls, probably at about 8 ¢c, that be- 
ng the best bid named.

New Oil Field. 

All along the borders of the Bradford 
district new wells are being put down, 
and the oleaginous circle is gradually 
becoming wider. New tields are crop- 
ping out along the little creeks in re- 
mote parts of the territory, and the 
present indications point to a rapid 
growth of the producing area. Gobbler 
City, on Cole Creek, is the newest oil 
town. Manypeople have gone there from 
here,andare concocting business schemes 
of all descriptions. Rig timbers, boilers 
and engines and drilling tools are being 
sent to Gobbler in large quantitics. 
The Kinzua is still the object of great 
expectatious, and is nearly all bought 
up by the Jand sharks. There is yet to 
be found a district of its size where the 
cummercial excitement is as great as in 
the Bradford district. The insatiable 
desire for making discoveries is general; 
it seems to be purely an adventurous 
spirit that impels one to prosecute de- 
velopments on the borders, and the 
present season will witness some ¢ xtra- 
ordinary wild catting. ‘The depreciated 
value of our commodity will not sup- 
port such heavy experditures for the 
gratification of wild ideas. Some pro- 
ducers argue that the low price of oil 
incites them to increase their individ- 
ual production in ord+r to gain a live- 
lihood. Pro‘ucers interested in the 
Standard operate on an extensive 
scale, so that 50 cent cil can be 
reached, and the small producer put 
aside. ‘Then the Standard can buy up 
large trac’s of oil territory compara- 
tively cheap and control the produc- 
tion. The Standard calls itself only a 
refiner. but while its intercsts are so 
c'osely allied to those of the produc- 
ersitis quite natu'al that it shou'd 
make some effort toward controlling 
the production of the raw material.

Th 
yield from the crude was 93 per cent 
But the most extraordinary claim fo 
this process is not merely that th 
means used are entirely mechanica 
but also that there is no production o 
gasolin or benzin, and the entire prq 
duct is standard white illuminatin 
oil far superior to the oil refined unde 
old methods. ‘This proces’, if what jj 
claimed for it be true, would be pré 
cisely what the producers have bee 
looking for. It would be asaving qa 
at least $120,(00,000 per annum to th 
oil region, and would settle the littl 
differences now existing between th 
producers and refiners—that is.60 say 
if they secure the exclusive privileg 
of using this wonderful process. Ho 
the lighter parts of crude petroleut 
can, by a mere mechanical progess,
